‘Al 
though Lowell died in 1916, his 
fame lives on in the name of the

“Mars as the Abode of Life 


After his long study of Mars, 
Lowell felt. sure that the planet 
waz the home of people. He be- 
lieved the Martians had built ca- 
nals to také care of their small 
supply of water. 

Since Lowell's death, Mars has 
been studied with larger tele 
scopes, To this day we have not 
been able to prove that it really 
has canals. Some reasons are 
given against the idea, but the
